Horrified cops find 
5 dead in quiet Calgary 
neighbourhood

Five people, including two small 
children were found dead in a 
northwest Calgary home yesterday, 
the victims of what cops called a do¬ 
mestic homicide that left the Dal- 
housie community heartbroken and 
police searching for answers. 

Calgary police were called to 
5588 Dalhart Hill around 10 a.m. 
yesterday after a family member 
came to pick up one of the children 
for school and noticed something 
wasn't right. 

EMS were "horrified" when they 
entered the house and found three 
adults — one male, believed to be a 
2003 University of Calgary master's x 
of architecture graduate — two =j 
adult females and two female chil- | 
dren, aged 4 and 6, dead, and a one- | 
year-old unharmed female survivor, o 
who was turned over to protective § 
services. i 

"We go to calls everyday where g 
people have died, but when children 
are involved, it's that much more 
challenging," said Calgary EMS' 
Paul Lapointe. "This is a pretty rare 
event." 

Police confirmed neighbour as¬ 
sertions that a female renter lived 
with the family, who moved into the 
sleepy suburban neighbourhood 
about three years ago, but wouldn't 
reveal what ultimately led to the 


deaths, not believed to be random, 
as they are still investigating. 

"These are hugely traumatic inci¬ 
dents, they're organizationally trau¬ 
matic, they're traumatic for the 
community, we know the impact 
that exists," said Calgary Police chief 


Rick Hanson. 

Hanson said police had scoured 
through their records, but could find 
no information suggesting that po¬ 
lice had been to the house before on 
a domestic assault call, or any other 
call for that matter. 


"They seemed like a nice, perfect 
family," said Ken Rathje, who lives 
across the back-laneway, remem¬ 
bering the children being always 
"happy" as they played outside 
every day, "even in winter."

90 impaired charges laid at checkstops 


Human trafficking 
profits rival that of 
drug trade: Report

Criminal gangs are branching 
out into prostitution rings 
supplied with women from 
human trafficking in Alberta 
and the north, becoming just 
as lucrative as the drug trade, 
says a law enforcement re¬ 
port. 

"It is believed that the prof¬ 
its gathered from human traf¬ 
ficking rival that of drug and 
weapons trafficking," read the 
2008 report from Criminal In¬ 
telligence Service Alberta. 

"(While) cocaine can be sold 
once, a human trafficking vic¬ 
tim can be sold repeatedly, re¬ 
sulting in it being an 
extremely lucrative offence 
for an organized crime group 
to be involved in." 

Victims of human traffick¬ 


ing can be found within 
bawdy houses and illegitimate 
massage parlours throughout 
Alberta, said the report. 

Organized crime groups are 
trafficking foreign victims 
into the province and investi¬ 
gations revealed women and 
young girls from several Asian 
countries have been brought 
into Canada, said the report. 

Criminal gangs are also re¬ 
cruiting young women un¬ 
wittingly into the sex trade 
who are then circulated to 
major cities across Canada 
and the U.S., said the report. 

Also, nearly all of Canada's 
54 criminal organizations and 
49 "subjects of interest" are 
believed to have ties to crime 
networks, the report said. 

The report also says the 
drug trade is still the primary 
criminal activity in Alberta 
and the Northwest Territo¬ 
ries, but organized vehicle 
theft is turning into a "prof¬ 
itable criminal venture."

Tax hikes hit homeowners 


Low-income area 
residents to see 
greatest increase

City taxes are on their way 
up this year and Edmonton's 
low-income residents are 
footing a big share of the bill. 

More than 300,000 prop¬ 
erty tax notices were 
dropped in the mail on Fri¬ 
day, some which may force 


those in areas traditionally 
inhabited by people of a 
lower income looking for a 
new place to call home. 

"I'm not exactly sure where 
people could go," said Rod 
Risling, branch manager for 
city taxation services. "We 
have to reflect the value of the 
property of neighbourhoods." 

Put simply, if the property 
value on a home rose sub¬ 
stantially within the past 
year, the homeowner's taxes 
are going to skyrocket as a re¬ 
sult, whether or not they are

selling and generating profit 
off the increased value. 

The Rundle Heights area in 
the city's northeast end, an 
area with a large concentra¬ 
tion of lower-income individ¬ 
uals, is seeing the greatest tax 


increase, at an average of 
25.6 per cent. 

"It's got to be tough for 
some people, but that's why 
we've got some of those pro¬ 
grams out there," Risling 
said, adding that the city has 
alternatives to assist seniors 
with payments, as well as a 
monthly payment plan for all 
taxpayers. 

Officials from the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation feel that 
the method of gathering taxes 
is missing the mark, though 
city officials have guaranteed 


the average increase will only 
be 7.5 per cent. 

"This is squarely on the 
backs of city council," said the 
federation's Alberta director 
Scott Hennig. "They're going 
to try to blame the market 
value assessment system. 
They know how it works, but 
yet they don't care that it's 
going to hurt some individu¬ 
als." 

Laura Marvan has lived in 
Riverdale for 4 l A years, and 
expects her rates to skyrocket 
to around 30 per cent this 


year. After a 53 per cent in¬ 
crease last year, she said she 
has no plans to move, but can 
understand how low-income 
families could feel pressured. 

"If you want to be someone 
who lives in the neighbour¬ 
hood and raise your kids here, 
it's a lot of extra money. It's 
hard," she said. "There is 
added pressure to sell your 
house and get out. If you can't 
afford the taxes, it's time to 
move on I guess. It's changing 
our neighbourhood for sure."

"I'm sick and tired of peo¬ 
ple saying the city spends too 
much money because we 
don't," Mandel said. "If we 
had the money the feds did 
we would do a heck of a bet¬ 
ter job." 

Coun. Don Iverson said he 
saw the tax increase as the 
way to make Edmonton a 
"truly great city" and says he 
was tired of the lack of 
spending the city has done 
over the years and he was 
willing to pay. 

"We're not lighting their 
money on fire, we're using it 
to do precisely the things 
they're demanding," he said.

Minister tours prison site

It'll be a great place to visit, 
but you won't want to stay 
there, said Minister of Infra¬ 
structure Jack Hayden from 
the site of the new Edmon¬ 
ton Remand Centre yester¬ 
day. 

The foundation for the 
60,000-square-metre, $620- 
million project hasn't been 
fully poured yet, but Hayden 
and Solicitor General Fred 
Lindsay took a tour of the 
site yesterday, which will 
eventually house 2,000 pris¬ 
oners. 

The current remand cen¬ 
tre is housing roughly 750 in¬ 
mates on any given day. It 


was originally built to hold 
350. 

Due to extreme over¬ 
crowding, prisoners are often 
given credit for triple time 
served if they await sentenc¬ 
ing in the Remand Centre. 

"Credits are given due to 
overcrowding in the Edmon¬ 
ton Remand Centre, obvi¬ 
ously this facility will put an 
end to that," Lindsay said. 

Lindsay said it hasn't yet 
been decided what the fate 
of the old Remand Centre 
will be, but that it may be 
used to house prisoners if the 
new facility reaches capac¬ 
ity. 

The maximum-security 
facility is slated for comple¬ 
tion in November 2011.

‘Ogre’ sentenced to life

French serial killer, 
wife, found guilty 
in grisly murders 

Self-confessed killer and 
rapist Michel Fourniret and 
his wife Monique Olivier 
were sentenced to life in 
prison yesterday in one of 
France's grimmest serial 
murder cases. 

The couple showed no re¬ 
action after Fourniret, 
dubbed the "Ogre of the Ar¬ 
dennes" by the media, was 
found guilty in a packed 
courtroom of killing seven 
women and girls aged be¬ 
tween 12 and 22 after raping 
or attempting to rape them. 

Some victims were first 
drugged and bound. 
Fourniret, who has admitted 
a fascination for virgins, was 
arrested in 2003 after a 13- 
year-old girl escaped from his 
van and called the police. 

The crimes were commit¬ 
ted over 14 years from 1987, 
mostly in the wooded Ar¬ 
dennes region of northern 
France and in Belgium. 

The case helped lead to a 
shake-up of the way French 
police investigate serial mur¬ 


ders, including the improve¬ 
ment of co-ordination be¬ 
tween different authorities. 

Fourniret, 66, will be able 
to seek a reduced sentence 
only after serving 30 years in 
jail. Given his age, he is un¬ 
likely to ever walk free. 

Olivier, 59, must spend at 
least 28 years in jail for the 


part she played in some of 
the murders and a rape, said 
the court in northern France. 

Described by the chief 
prosecutor as a "big slimy 
spider" and "cunning witch" 
during the trial, Olivier was 
accused of helping Fourniret 
select and capture targets 
and hiding their bodies. 


Psychologists who exam¬ 
ined the couple have said 
they were not insane and 
were slightly above average 
in intelligence. The special¬ 
ists concluded that the self- 
obsessed, authoritative 
Fourniret took a sadistic 
pleasure in rape and murder.

Torrential rains

4,ooo people also

Torrential rain in southern 
and eastern China has killed 
at least 50 people in the past

4,000 stranded, 
state media said 
yesterday, a fort¬ 
night after a big 
earthquake rat¬ 
tled Sichuan 
province.

has been severely hit by rain 
and floods," it added. 

Hunan, Hubei and 
Guangxi provinces have also 
been affected, and hundreds 
of buildings have been buried 
by landslides and roads cut¬ 
off, Xinhua said. 

The China Me¬ 
teorological Ad- 
ministration 
warned that 

more rain is ex¬ 
pected in eastern 
and southern 
China over the 
next three days, 
it added. 

"The State 

Flood Control 
and Drought Re¬ 
lief Headquar¬ 
ters issued a warning urging 
provinces to keep a close 
watch on the changing 
weather and act to avert pos¬ 
sible danger," Xinhua said.

239-year reign 
of Hindu kings 
coming to an end 

Nepal's political parties voted 
yesterday to abolish the Hi¬ 
malayan kingdom's 239-year- 
old Hindu monarchy, a key 
demand of Maoists after they 
ended a decade-long war 
against the government. 

Delegates at a special as¬ 
sembly voted 560 to four in 
favour of abolishing the 
monarchy Hours before, sus¬ 
pected royalists threw three 
small, homemade bombs in 
Nepal's capital, wounding one 
person. 

The government has told 
unpopular King Gyanendra to 
vacate his pink pagoda-roofed 
palace in the capital Kath¬ 
mandu within a fortnight, or 
be forced out. He has made 
few comments on his future 


plans, except to say he wanted 
to remain in Nepal. 

On hearing the result of the 
vote, thousands of people 
danced in the streets of Kath¬ 
mandu, many waving differ¬ 
ent party flags and chanting 
"Welcome to a republic." The 


government declared the next 
two days a public hohday. 

"Today is the day when my 
dreams have been realized 
and similarly the dreams of 
the nation have perhaps also 
been realized," Prime Minister 
Girija Prasad Koirala said in 


an address to the assembly. 

Activists of the royalist mil¬ 
itant group Ranabir Sena 
threw pamphlets at the site of 
one of yesterday's blasts, de¬ 
manding that Nepal remain a 
Hindu kingdom, police said.

Claim policy violates 
Clean Air Act 

New York and 13 other states 
are suing U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency claiming it 
violated the Clean Air Act in 
revising ozone pollution 
standards in March, the New 
York attorney general said 
yesterday. 

"The EPA is charged with 
protecting the environment, 
yet the Bush administration 
has repeatedly used it as a 
tool for facilitating pollution 
instead of combating it," New 
York Attorney General An¬ 
drew Cuomo said in a release. 

In March, the EPA revised 
standards for ozone pollu¬ 


tion, a prime component of 
smog that can trigger asthma 
and other breathing prob¬ 
lems, particularly for the 
young and old. 

At the time Stephen John¬ 
son, the EPAs chief, said he 
complied with the U.S. Clean 
Air Act and with scientific 
data in setting the new ozone 
standard at 75 parts per bil¬ 
lion in ambient air in the 
United States. The previous 
standard was 80 parts per 
billion. 


The EPAs Clean Air Scien¬ 
tific Advisory Committee rec¬ 
ommended, however, a 
standard of 60 to 70 parts per 
billion, with the lower level 
suggested for the young. 

Industry groups had 
pushed for a higher level, cit¬ 
ing costs of tougher regula¬ 
tions. They said that many 
counties hadn't been able to 
meet the previous standard 
that had been in place for 
decades.

Four voted in favour 
of stem cell research and the

The final decision, which 
could still go either way, is 
expected today, she added. 

In 2005, Brazil became the 
first Latin American country 
to legalize research with em¬ 
bryonic stem cells and is the 
only country in the region 
conducting such research, 
but the issue has been highly

Germany boosts 
biodiversity plan 


Pledges millions 
to save forests 

Germany has pledged 500 mil¬ 
lion euros ($774 million) by 
2012 to help protect the 
world's forests, a move ac¬ 
tivists said could give impetus 
to UN talks on preserving the 
Earth's biodiversity. 

Chancellor Angela Merkel, 
who won praise from envi¬ 
ronmentalists last year for her 
part in pushing through EU 
and G8 deals to fight climate 
change, made the commit¬ 
ment at a UN 
conference as 
it entered its 
decisive 
phase. 

"We need a 
turning point 
on the issue of 
biodiversity," 

Merkel told 
delegates from 191 states par¬ 
ticipating in the 12-day con¬ 
ference which ends tomorrow 

UN studies say the planet is 
facing the most serious spate 
of extinctions since dinosaurs 
died out 65 million years ago, 
and experts meeting in Bonn 


are trying to agree on ways to 
slow down the rate at which 
plants and animals are dying 
out. 

Human activity, including 
greenhouse gas emissions, are 
largely to blame, say the ex¬ 
perts, who also warn of the 
economic costs of the loss of 
biodiversity. 

Politicians have started to 
take biodiversity more seri¬ 
ously because of a surge in 
food prices which has been 
linked to booming demand in 
fast-growing economies, in¬ 
cluding China, and the grow¬ 
ing use of 
crops to pro¬ 
vide fuel. 

Experts say 
crops will suf¬ 
fer if wild 
stocks die out. 

"We're 
ready to take 
responsibility," 
said Merkel. "We're ready to 
do everything we can to safe¬ 
guard the riches of our Earth 
and the foundation of life for 
mankind," she said, adding 
some 150 animal and plant 
varieties die out every day.

I 
want to make sure when I 
get opportunities I capitalize 
on my chances and execute 
well. But I wouldn't change a 


whole lot." 

Turns out he didn't need 
to. In a game that finally 
lived up to the billing that 
this would be an exciting 
Stanley Cup final — the third 
period was frenetic and in¬ 
cluded an incredible save by 
Marc-Andre Fleury who got 
the tip of his stick on a 
Thomas Holmstrom shot 
while reaching across an 
open net — Crosby shone 
brightest with the first goals.

sion. Remember that a 
powder room is also a 
room that guests see, and 
it should contain a few 
splurges, since it is a room 
that reflects on your hospi¬ 
tality and is also a great 
place to show off your own 
unique sense of style. 

The biggest design im¬ 
pact can often come from 
the walls and ceiling in 
such a space. Walls and 
sometimes ceilings can be 
painted with decorative 
treatments, such as glazing 


or other paint effects. 

Many people also choose 
bright, jewel-lilce tones, or 
deep, regal colours such as 
wine red, deep purple or 
chocolate brown. These sat¬ 
urated tones can be stun¬ 
ning! Dramatic wallpaper 
is also making a big come¬ 
back in powder rooms. 
Since this room does not

was launched in Canada. 

“Let’s play (Mario and 
Sonic At The) Olympics,” 
she said. “I want to get bet¬ 
ter at it.” 

A nirvana sought since I 
was a pre-pubescent boy 
had now arrived — I had 
found a mate to share in 
my joy of video games. 

The next question was:

The pair of unions that 
represent Hollywood’s act¬ 
ing talent have been mum¬ 
bling about a strike for 
months now, sounding not 
unlike the guy in Office 
Space who threatened to 
burn the office down if he 
doesn’t get his stapler back. 
According to a story in yes¬ 
terday’s USA Today, the 
lesser of the two unions — 
the American Federation of 
Television and Radio Artists 
— has reached a tentative 
deal with the representa¬ 


tives of the producers, the 
sticking point being the 
same one that flared up 
into the writers’ strike: fees 
for streamed and down¬ 
loaded Internet content. 

The deal affects “a hand¬ 
ful of prime-time TV shows 
such as Curb Your Enthusi¬ 
asm” and “will last 
through June 2011 if it is 
approved (by) AFTRA’s na¬ 
tional board and ratified 
by members.” While I’m 
glad that Larry David is 
clear to work through into
